ADDRESSES IN JAN. 


Arthur A, Poulin, Jr., District 
Director of the Maine District, 
Uhited States Immigration and Na- 


.turalization Service has stated that 


the annual alien address report 


program usually causes a sharp. 


rise in the number of applications 
for naturalization. 

The Immigration and Nationali- 
ly Act requires all aliens in the 
United States, with few exceptions, 
to report their addresses each Jan- 
uary. Throughdut the United 
States, almost 30 more appliea- 
tions for naturalization are re- 
ceived during the months of Jan- 
uary, February and March than 
are received during other months, 
Mr. Poulin attributes this sudden 
rise to the Alien Address Report 
Program. 

Aliens not required to make this 
report are diplomats and those 
persons accredited to certain in- 
ternational organizations. 

Forms for making the repirts 
will be available to aliens at all 
Post Offices and offices of the Im- 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice during the month of January, 
Mr. Poulin indicated that aliens 
desiring information concerning 
Naturalization, or similar matters, 
may obtain the necessary forms 
or information at an office of the 
Immigration arid Naturalization 
Service where personnel trained in 
these fields are available to an- 
swer inquiries, :

However, certain aliens who have 
been, admitted for a temporary 
stay in the United States tnon-im- 
migrants), but who in unusual em- 
ergency situations have received 
Written permission from the Immi- 
fration and Naturalization Service 
may accept employment in the 
United States. 

Any other alien working in the 
United States in violation of law 
is subject to certain penalties es- 
tablished by the Immigration and 
Nationality Act, including requir. 
ed departure from the United 
States. 

Therefore, any alien, employer 
of allens, or prospective employer 
of allens, having questions con- 
cerning the legal right of aliens 
{o be employed in the United States 
should consult with the riearest of- 
fice of the U. §. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service.

Howell said that “other signs of 
recovery will include significantly 
expanded Federal Government ac- 
tion, basically from the Democrat 
je Congress, to pump up the sag- 
ging economy with new govern- 
mental Jnitiatives. Although prices 
will rise throughout 1975, by the 
em of next year, the rate of price 
increase could ease to the seven 
per cent range, The winding down: 
-OF inflation will enable growth in 
real income to resume as the year 
wears on. In turn, this will Jead to 
a recovery In consumer confidence

The economist said that at ap- 
proximately the same time as the 
turn-around in home bullding, there 
should bea moderation in Inflation 
to below double digit rates, restor- 
ing Jost purchasing power and 
fostering higher levels of consuim- 
er spending.
